Two Cat Lake Indians to Be Tried 

Winsipeg fer Mur ering Their Chiet. 

Rat Portage. Oct. 29.—R. G. Chum- 
verlain, of the Dominion police, Utta- 
wa, and A. B.J Baunatyne, Indian 
ageut at Lac Seul. are in town witb 
three Jndiuns ip their custody. Two of 
the Indians are charged with shooting 
their chief last winter at Cat Lake, 
about 350 miles northeast of Dinorwie. 
The story told by the two pricouers is 
essentially as tollows: The chief of 
the Cat Lake Indians called Abw-ah- 
sa-keh-mig, became a wendigo, or in- 
sane, aud ordered the prisouers to shoot 
him. A council ot the tribe was called 
and they discussed the matter for two 
days, when they arrived at the conciu- 
sion that the chief’s orders would have 
to be obeyed.

Bees do not swallow honey, but place 
ft as gathered with their bill in) their 
honey sack, which is in front and entire- 
ly cutside. A bee weighs three times as 
much returning to the hive as it did when 
it started out. 

So far as can be done keep the white 
clover honey separate from the basswood 
honey. The tlavors are quite different 
art when sent to market should be 
kept separate. Honey, to sell to the best 
advantage, needs to be graded.—St. Lou:

Ortrawa, October 28 :—There has been 
little else engaging the attention of the 
capital, or indeed of the Dominion at 
large this week, but the mobilization of 
the Canadian contingent for the Trans- 
vaal. The process has been attended 
with a maximum amount of popular ex- 
citement, but the Department machinery 
for carrying out the work has moved 
with remarkable smoothness and thor- 
oughness. Asa matter of fact the De- 
partment anticipated theemergency long 
before sensational newspaper paragraph- 
ers and lip-loyal politicians began their 
noisy fulminations, so that when the call 
actually came everything was ready and 
in splendid running order. 

The enthusiasm of the boys in offering 
themselves for practical service in oum- 
bers far in excess of that required has 
been in keeping with the spontancous 
demonstrations of practical sympathy | 
and goodwill manifested everywhere by | 
the community at large, disclosing a un- | 
animity of patriotic sentiment that has | 
merited the following message received ;

lain, the Colonial Secretary: “Her | 
Majesty the Queen desires to thank the 


people of Her Dominion of Canada for 
their striking manifestation of loyalty | 
and patriotism in their voluntary offer to | 
send troops to co-operate with Her ' 
Majesty's Imperial forces in maintaining | 
ber ition and the rights of British 
subjects in South Africa. She wishes | 
the troops Godspeed and a safe return.” |

From the above table it will be seen 
that whereas in the past vear the volume 
of trade between the States and Great 
Britain in these five important items has 
only increased about eight per cent., the 
same trade between Canada and the 
Mother Country has grown nearly one 
hundred per cent. The two great facts 
which stand out as primarily responsible 
for this gratifying change are the intro- 
duction of the preferential principle into 
our commercial policy, sats the intelli- 
gent, untiring activity of the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture in providing excel- 
lent cold storage transportation facilities 
and advertising Canada in the markets 
of the Old Country. 


CRITICISM ANSWERED. 


Before leaving the subject of his Gov- 
ernment’s trace policy, Sir Wilfrid re- 
ferred to the complaint of Sir Charles 
Tupper and his supporters that the Old 
Country had been given something for 
nothing and that Canada should have in- 
sisted upon a quid proco. Sir Wilfrid’s 
answer to this—an answer which he had 
given before and which will find an echo 
in the breast of every loyal citizen of the 
empire—is: “I, for one, will not drive a 
hard bargain with Great Britain. Great 
Britain has her own policy, which is a 
free trade policy. Our policy isa customs 
tariff, and so long as there is that differ- 
ence it is difficult, almost impossible, to 
come to any agreement. But the goal is 
there to be pursued at the proper time. 
But whenever that time comes we shall 
not pursue it so asto ask for the last 
pound of flesh from Great Britain. We 
shall deal with her as she has with us, 
relying that whenever there is a prefer- 
ence to be got she will give it to us.” 


SOLID BENEFIT SECURED. 


mpl fu the question of transporta- 
tion, the Premier proceeded to remind 
his hearers of the substantial results 
which had accrued to the country by the 
changed policy inaugurated by his Gov- 
ernment. Having referred to the heavy 
burden under which the people of the 
Northwest had long suffered by reason 
of the powerful monopoly held by the 
C.P.R., a monopoly created by the terms 
granted by Sir John Macdonald’s Gov- 
ernment in the face of strenuous opposi-

ductions on existing rates; reductions 
which, upon wheat alone, will save the 
farmers of the west something like a 
million dollars a year; and it compelled 
the railway to surrender 50,000 acres of 
coal lands, which had been granted by 
the Provincial Government of British 
Columbia, thereby creating a perpetual 
guarantee that there will never be a 
monopoly of coal in the mines of the 
Kootenay district. 

This is the record of the Laurier Gov- 
ernment in reference to this one single 
matter, and the Premier was well within 
the judgment of his audience and the

GAS AT MEDICINE HAT. 


The New Well Reaches a Creat 
Flow of Natural Gas at a 
Depth of 700 Feet. 

From Medicine Hat News :—About 
five o'clock on Thursday evening Mr. 
Chas. Colter struck a great flow of gas 
in the well he has been drilling at the 
rear end of his lot on MainSt. A couple 
of weeks ago gas was struck but it was 
not until Thursday evening that the 
main body was reached. This was found 
at a depth of 700 feet. Fora week past 
Mr. Colter has operated his steam en- 

ine by using the natural gas siphoned 
m the open well at the same time as 
the drilling was in operation. While 
boring, some twenty feet of water is used 
around the bottom of the drill to soften 
the earth which is being drilled. When 
the gas was found the water disappeared, 
as also did more water which was put 
down the hole, indicating that so far as 
the hole went the bottom Lad fallen out 
of it and a big volume of gas rushed up. 
The gas has been flowing contiuously 
since and gives every promise of being 
a permanent, steadv flowing well. The 
hole is piped with three inch piping.to a 
depth of 5S0 feet, and the water, which 
is struck at a depth of about 100 feet, 
and which has been found troublesome 
in other wells, has been shut off in his 
new well, and the gas comes up clear and 
dry and free from any impediment. “The 
quantity of the gas issuing frou: the well 
is quite large, in fact, to use a hackneyed 
phrase, “there is gas to burn.” Flaming 
continuously at the top of a twenty-five 
foot pipe, the gas furnishes a standing 
advertisewent of one of Medicine Hat's 
many natural resources.

Terms of Setticment. 


The machinests’ committee and the 
C.P.R. ms nagement have completed their 
schedule in consection with the eettle- 
ment of the recent strike.

ISTH HUSSARS CUTOFF 


REPORTED THEY WERE TAKEN 
PBISONERS BY THE BOERS. 


Thirty of 18th Hussars Brilliantly 
Fought Their Way Across the 
Sigzarsberg—Boer Prisoners. 


Loadon, Oct. 26.—The war office has 
wsved the following: 

‘We learn from unofficial sources 
that the fullowing officers, whose ab- 
sence had vot previously been noticed 
by us, are prisoners in the enemy's 
lands: 

Eichteenth Hussars—Lt. Col. Moller, 
Major Dreville and Capt. Pollock. 

Doblin Fasiliers—C.pt. Lonsdale, 
Gs. Lemeseurier, Lt. Garvice, Lt. Grim- 
whaw, Li. Majoudie, upd Lt. Shore. 

‘“[t is presumed that the whole 
syoadron of the i8th Hussars, under 
tue command ot the officers named, 
were taken pr soners.’’ 

A squadron of Hussars usually con- 
sista of three troops of 258 men each, so 
that about 80 officers and men of the 
isth Hussars were apparently captured. 

i. :don, Uct. 26.—A dispatch to the 
{ Telegraph from Gadysmith, dated 
i ay, Bays: ‘“‘Thirty of the i8th 
tiussars, Who were sent to intercept the 
retreat of the Boers from Elandslaagte 


were cut off by the enemy. Under 
Sergeant Haldrey they brilliantly 


tought their way across the Biggars- 
berg. the euemy pursuing and firing at 
them at a range of 200 yards along the 
passes. They arrived here at :0 o’clock 
this morning. Three of the troops are 
missing owing to the break down of 
their horses. The Boers used a Maxim. 

A lieutenant of the Hussars was 
driven back to Glencoe. The Hussars 
were fired atas far down as Moder- 
spruit.’’ 

The war office returns show that the 
toral Britisn casualties siace the begin- 
ning of nostilities reached 597, 18 
officers having been killed and 55 
wounded an] 76 men killed and 435 
wounded.

the officers of the Dablin Fusiliers, 

The repurt of heavy losses sent from 
Kietfontein came us an uupleasant sur- 
prise, as Gen. White's telegram to the 
war office yesterday gave tbe impres- 
siom that there was m-rely a brush,

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GEN. YULE’S FORCE TOO WEAK TO 
HOLD DUNDEE AND GLENCOE. 


Boers Reported Strong and Under 
Co:amand of Gen. Joubert and 
Pres. Kruger in Person. 


London, Oct. 24.—The Daily Tele- 
grapo has received the fsllowing from 
Lidysmith, dated Sanday, 2.10 p. m.: 
‘‘The Boers, rep rted to be string, and 
ander Commuaodant and General Jov- 
bert and President. Kraogez in’ person, 
are again atiacking (Glencoe. Gen. 
Yule, commanding ocr trobvps, has 
moved his cawp back into a better de- 
fensive position.”’ = 

The Daily News published this dis- 
patch from Lidysmuith, dated Suauday 
night: ‘‘A Jarge force under. tre com- 
mander general and Commandant Ho- 
gan open:d fire ou Dunouee yesterday. 
The firing was continved today. The 
result is not known here.’’ 

London, Oct. 24.—The silence at the 
war office is ominous. There is no 
donbt but thatthe British forces in 
Natal vre in great danger. ‘The divis, 
ium 60 much sought for by the Boers 
has been accompl.shed. Gen. Yule has 
been cumpelled to abandon the wound- 
ed and the prison. rs at Dun iee because 
his force is too weak to hold the four 
and a half miles separating Dundee 
and Glencoe, where there are 3,500 
men and turee batteries. It is regard- 
ed as not impossible that Gen. White 
may yet be compelled to concentrate 
the Natal forces at Ladysmith and 
await the arrival of the army corps. 

Is is etpected that Commandant 
Erasmus has by this time joined Com- 
mandant Gen. Joubert, and that their 
combined colamns now amonnt to 
some 10,000 or 11,000, while the Free 
State Boers now threarening Ladysmith 
from tbe east and a column reported to 
be coming through Zululand, must be 
reckone¢e witb. In short, Gen. Sir 
Geo. Stewart White bas been. unable to 
follow up his successes, and is obliged 
to remain at Ladysmith without being 
able to restore the railway communic«a- 
tion, which is probably broken at other 
points than Elandslaagte. The situa 
tion totay is a grave one. 

The parliamentary secretary of the 
war office, Mr. George. Wyndham, 
made a statement in the house of com- 
mons, saying: ‘‘Lord Wolseley sums 
up the position in Natal, early this 
morning as follows: ‘‘In the battle of 
Elandsia:gte, Oct. 21, two guns were 
captured from the Boers who lost heav- 
ily. <A large column of the enemy ap- 
peared advancing from the north and 
west on General Yule, who;- conso 
quently, had fallen back from Dundee 
and was concentrating at (:leucoe 
Junction. In this operation, we’ gath- 
ered in the wounded aud medical at- 
¢ ndants left at Dundee § (General 
White was inthe position at Lady- 
smith and is being reinforced from 
Pietermaritzburg. The enemy appears 
to be in Jarge numerical superiority.’’ 

The war office has received the f 1- 
lowing dispatch from Gen. Sir George 
Stewart White, British commander in 
Natal, dated at Ladysmith camp, 4.45 
p.m. today: ‘‘General Yule telegraph- 
ed me yesterday evening that the 
wuunded at Dandee were doing well.’’ 
This dispatch partly relieves the anxi*- 
ty regarding Glencoe, as the British 
there had evidently not been attacked 
up to last evening. 

A disnatch from Ladysmith. Natal, 
dated 4.15 yesterday’ afternoon, has 
just been received. It isa litera re- 
petition of Cape Town’s Glenéoe ad- 
vices of yesterday, and it is regarded as 
somewhat ominous that nothing has 
since been re eived respecting the re- 
sult, especially when viewed in the 
light of Lord Wolseley’s statement that 
Gen. Yule’s force felt it necessary to 
retire from Dundee to Gien oe Junc- 
tion. Gen. Yule evidently is in a 
tight corner, as he now has or had to 
face the main Poer army under Gen- 
eral Juubert. tf 

Gen. Sir George White, the British 
commander iu chief in Natal, will an- 
doubtedly detach a part of the forces 
which were so victorions at Eland- 
as aagte!o his assistance. Sucha de- 
tachment, however, will leave La y- 
smith poorly protected against the 
threatened attack from the west, as 
Gen. Hunter, on Saturday, wired that 
the departure of the force to Eland- 
alaagte, left him with only a couple of 
battalions of regulars, a mountain bat- 
tery and 500 Natal volunteers to defend 
the town, which is the military base in 
north Natal. ‘ Purther news, therefore, 
is anxiously awaited. A dispatch to 
the Daily Mail from Pietermar tzborg. 
Natal, saye that Leut. Gallaway, of 
the Natal Carbin- ers, who was reported 
missing, is a prisoner in the habds 
the Boers.

HOW RAISINS ARE MADE. 


The Methods of the Grape Growers of 
Southern California. 


The gang of workers moves in a bunch, 
clipping off the translucent clusters of 
mascatels, arranging them upon the 
trays to shrink and shrivel under the 
rays of the sun into the concentrated 
delicacy we Kksow. Behind them the lines 
of trays lie, a basking array of shim- 
mering fruit. and some one interested is 
shoving the clusters togethe:, that the 
tray shall be honestly filled. for the 
workers are paid by the tray. 

After two weeks’ exposure to the dry 
heat the filled trays are ready to be 
turned so that the grapes may be cured 
evenly. This is aceowplished by two 
men, one on cither side, placiug an empty 
tray over the full one, dexterously re- 
versing it, then. carcying the upper one 
with them, repeating the process on 
down the row. It is at this stage in the 
curing that the grape 1s most delecta- 
ble. 

The amber is changing through ruddy 
stages to amethyst, and the sun warmed 
balls are drops of honey—double distill- 
ed, so sweet they make you long with a 
great thirst for the red water tank shim- 
mering in the sunlight 40 acres aways, 
but you must eat and eat. and go on eat- 
ing even while your palate is closing 
with the sweetness. 

In another week the dried grapes are 
ready for the sweat boxes. These wide, 
open boxes contain from 150 to 160 
pounds, and as the raisins become suffi- 
ciently cured they are sorted from the 
others and placed therein, the large, pev- 
fect clusters, and the inferior, broken 
pieces in separate boxes. These are usu- 
ally carried to a sweating house, a closed 
structure, in which they soften and 
moisten evenly, thé drying having made 
the stems exceedingly brittle, or simply 
stacked in one corner of the packing 
house to await the grading and pack- 
ing.

t:on--He Compares the Dairy Industry 

of Denmark and Manitoba—Scarcity of 

Hog» in Manitoba. 

R. A. Lister, president of R. A. 
Lister & Co., limited, manufacturers of 
cream separators and other dairy ma- 
chinery whose Winnipeg branch has 
since its inception three years a:o been 
under the able management of Wm. 
scott has just completed his annual 
tour of inspection and returns to Eng- 
land this week. Beng requested to 
zive his opinion on the dairy industry 
in Manitoba ke said: ‘‘Until the farm- 
ers go in more for milk and stock ra)s- 
ing the country will never be on a sure 
and certain road to prospefity. This 
continnous wheat raising is like an 
unthrifty man who lives on his capital 
instead of his interest, and if he lives 
lovg enough the poor house alone 
awaits him. Take the farmers through- 
out the world and you will find the 
man who mills cows in addition to 
other branches of his busin+es is the 
best off; he has the best home, the 
cheapest and best table, and vhe most 
ready money. In fact, he has not all 
bis eggs in one ba ket. This is special- 
ly important in Manitoba, where the 
wheat crop has been and will be sub- 
ject to certain climatic risks and where 
the home demand for the product of a 
dairy farm is increasing both in this 
province and British Colambia. Milk, 
cream, butter, cheese, pork, calves, are 
all in active demand.
